His sister, Donna Maleary, said the 
whole family - particularly his mum 
Jackie - were touched and over¬ 
whelmed by the generosity of his 
friends. 

She said: “Jackie was everything to 
Matt and his friends knew that.

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Coroner sets date for Shakoor family inquest two years after arson attack 


AN inquest into the deaths of a mother and her five 
children will be held in December, more than two 
years after they perished in a blaze at their home 
in Harlow. 

A preliminary hearing into the deaths of Dr 
Sabah Usmani Shakoor, 44, and her children Hira, 
12, Sohaib, 11, Muneeb, nine, Rayyan, six, and 
Maheen, three, was held at Chelmsford Coroner’s 
Court on Monday. 

They all died following the fire which tore 
through the family’s end-of-terrace home in Barn 


Mead in the early hours of October 15, 2012. 

The only survivor, Dr Abdul Shakoor, suffered 
minor burns and severe smoke inhalation after 
battling in vain to rescue his family from the 
inferno. He was present in court to hear Essex 
coroner Caroline Beasley-Murray announce the 
full inquest would be held on December 5. 

The hearing was told Dr Usmani and Hira died 
from burns and inhalation of fumes of combus¬ 
tion, Sohaib from inhalation of fire fumes and 
burning, Muneeb and Rayyan from inhalation of 


fire fumes and Maheen from complications aris¬ 
ing from inhalation of fire fumes and severe burn¬ 
ing. 

A major police investigation by the Essex and 
Kent Serious Crime Directorate is on-going. 
Investigators have taken hundreds of statements 
and collected thousands of documents and exhib¬ 
its as part of the inquiry. 

Mrs Beasley-Murray said: “The investigation is 
on-going. However, it has reached a point where I 
am satisfied that an inquest can now be listed.”

Rookie first aider 
steps forward to 
help crash victims

A GOOD Samaritan, who put his St John Ambul¬ 
ance training into practice at the scene of a 
car crash just a day after his training, * 
appealing for those he helped to get in 
touch. 

Myles Lovell, 28, of Tany’s Dell, who 
works in the digital sales department at 
Financial Times, was on his way to 
Harlow train station on his motorbike 
last Thursday when a car travelling in 
front of him flipped over and collided 
with a lamppost. 

Former Harlow College student Myles 
rushed to the scene and pulled both peo¬ 
ple, a young female driver and a young 
male passenger, from the car, and put 
them in the recovery position. 

The young man was losing a lot of 
blood from a head wound and quick¬ 
thinking Myles stopped the 
flow with a clean towel 
from his motorbike. 

He waited with both 
victims until the 
ambulance came 
and kept reassuring 
the man as he was 
drifting in and out 
of consciousness.

experience and I’d like to know that the young peo¬ 
ple, especially the man with the head wound is 
doing okay,” said Myles. 

“Without my St John Ambulance training the guy 
would have lost a lot more blood and I 
would’ve panicked not knowing what to 
do.”

“fear of doing the wrong thing” if he 
ever came across an accident. 

“I never wanted to come across an 
accident and not be able to help the 
victims,” he added. 

Myles, who grew up in Harlow, is 
urging anyone who has thought of 
taking up first aid training to “go for 
it”. 

“You never know when you will need 
it and what you are capable of,” he said. 
The appeal comes during St John 
Ambulance’s annual first aid aware- 
campaign, Save A Life 
September, with a range of 
first aid demonstrations 
taking place across 
the country in 
shopping centres 
and public spac¬ 
es. A range of 
first aid treat¬ 
ments and 
techniques 
will be taught 
to passers-by.

Budget ‘consultation’ is 
just a customer survey 

SIR I have just completed Harlow Council's 
budget consultation on its website but it 
only asks our opinion on what it wants us 
to have a say on. There is no provision in 
the so-called consultation for residents to 
raise their own issues. 

To have meaningful consultation 
residents should been given all the relevant 
information, have an open forum to 
discuss it with others and then be allowed 
to come to a considered opinion. This is 
just a customer survey and is not a 
measure of agreement on the level of 
services and customer care that the 
council should be providing or what the 
residents’ needs are. 

Do we really need a chief executive, an 
assistant chief executive and an operations 
director? Do we really need a regeneration 
department when they have already 
managed some projects into being 10 years 
overdue? 

Do we really need housing property 
services when repairs and maintenance 
are done by Kier Harlow and monitored by 
the repairs standard panel? Do we really 
need a decent homes management 
structure consisting of housing services 
who manage HPS who manage Savills who 
manage the main contractors who in turn 
manage the sub-contractors? This is made 
worse because the contractors seem to 
report direct to someone called Bev 
Thomas? 

Do we really need a procurement 
department when senior managers order 
what they need and a cartel at Essex 
County Council control the purchasing? 

Do we need a Safer Harlow Partnership 
when housing services has taken on the 
role of policing anti-social behaviour 
across all tenures? 

The council should operate strictly 
within its budgets in an open and 
transparent way. There should be a clear 
line drawn between the General Fund and 
Housing Revenue Account and any 
mechanisms used to move money between 
them should be clear and open to public 
debate. Residents should know clearly 
what each account should be used for. 

Under the old committee structure 
residents could see which councillors were 
working on their behalf; under the cabinet 
structure it’s all gone very secretive. The 
portfolio holder and head of service need 
to take responsibility and be accountable 
directly to residents. 

Let’s have a really clear, open and 
transparent council that is really working 
together with its residents. 

The council’s letter head logo states 
‘Working together for Harlow’. As the 
council is not allowing us to work with 
them, maybe our logo should be ‘What a 
fine mess you have got us into this time'.

Elderly residents left in 
the cold for SIX weeks

ELDERLY residents living in 
sheltered accommodation have 
said they are “fed up” after not 
having hot water or heating for 
six weeks. 

Sheila Newman, 68, is one of 
the youngest residents at Latton 
House and she, along with her 
neighbours, say they feel that 
after losing their warden three 
years ago things have gone 
downhill. 

“I am one of the youngest here 
and the oldest resident is 92 
years old,” said Ms Newman. 

“We should not be left like this 
without heating or hot water. 
Normally if it could be on, we 
would all have the heating on. 
As we’re older we feel the cold 
more.” 

One resident told the Star he 
was currently wrapping himself 
in blankets to stay warm. “It’s 
very cold in the mornings and at 
night time especially,” he added. 

According to the residents, 
Kier Harlow had advised those 
who have complained about the 
lack of hot water to use their 
immersion heaters. 

“It is expensive and some of us 
do not even have immersion 
heating,” said Ms Newman. 


“It’s been an on-going problem 
for years. Since January this year 
we have been without hot water 
or heating 12 times. 

“Even when it goes off we are 
still paying for it which means 
when it’s off we’re paying for 
something we don’t have.” 

Another resident, who lives in 
the same block as Ms Newman, 
said: “I had to go and buy two 
heaters, one for for my bedroom 
and another for my lounge. They 
cost me £44.75 each.” 

Kier Harlow has informed resi¬ 
dents the problems were caused 


by leaks in underground pipes 
and they would be carrying out 
repairs on Monday. 

A Kier spokeswoman said: “We 
are aware that Latton House res¬ 
idents have experienced ongo¬ 
ing problems with their hot 
water and heating and we are 
sorry for the inconvenience this 
has caused. 

“We have identified that the 
issue has been caused by a num¬ 
ber of leaks from the under¬ 
ground pipes. Where a leak has 
been easy to find we have car¬ 
ried out a temporary repair but 


unfortunately this has some¬ 
times put strain on the pipes, 
which in turn causes further 
leaks that require repair work. 

“On some occasions it has 
taken more time to trace the 
leaks. Following the shutdown 
of the district heating system on 
July 26, all residents were visited 
to install immersion heaters to 
those homes that did not have 
them which ensured residents 
had an alternative option for the 
supply of hot water. 

“Any additional costs incurred 
by residents during this period 
will be reviewed on a case by 
case basis and reimbursed 
accordingly.” 

She added that the replace¬ 
ment of underground piping is a 
priority and is already in Harlow 
Council’s planned programme 
of works for 2014/15. 

“The work is due to start on 
Monday and we expect that it 
will take up to five weeks to 
complete. We have written to all 
residents at Latton House to 
inform them of this. 

“If a cold snap occurs during 
this period we will ensure resi¬ 
dents are not left without a heat¬ 
ing source. Our resident liaison 
officer will also be on hand to 
answer any resident concerns.” 


Travellers quit 
former school 
site but leave 
pile of rubbish 

A MOUND of rubbish has 
been left on the former 
Passmores School site in 
Harlow after a group of 
travellers moved off the 
land. 

The site is owned by 
Essex County Council 
which will be reponsible 
for cleaning up the area. 

The travellers who set 
up camp on the site left 
on Sunday. 

A county council 
spokesman said: “We 
share residents’ 
frustrations about the 
condition in which the 
land has been left. We are 
currently in the process 
of making arrangements 
for the site to be cleared 
and aim to have this 
completed as soon as 
possible.” 

As the Star went to 
press, six caravans were 
parked up on Katherines/ 
Tithelands playing fields 
and around 20 caravans 
are on land in Newhall. 

Harlow Council leader 
Jon Clempner said: “This 
situation continues to be 
frustrating for both 
residents and the council. 

“We will take the 
necessary action to 
protect the town’s much 
loved green spaces and 
respond to residents’ 
concerns.”

A DOG owner was killed when he was 
struck by a lorry after chasing one of his 
pets when it ran into the road, an inquest 
heard. 

AndrewWiggins, 50, of Great Brays,Harlow, 
was walking his two dogs in Second Avenue 
on December 16 last year when the tragedy 
happened, Chelms¬ 
ford Coroner’s Court 
was told. 

The accident hap¬ 
pened at 4pm when 
one of Mr Wiggins’ 
dogs ran into the 
road and he went 
after it. Both he and 
the dog were struck 
by a lorry and were 
killed. 

Mr Wiggins, who 
suffered facial and 
brain injuries, was 
certified dead at the 
scene.

Housing proposal for 
rugby club is back on

PLANS to build homes on 
Harlow Rugby Club's site 
have been re-submitted - two 
months after a similar appli¬ 
cation was withdrawn. 

Developer Kier Living has 
reaffirmed its commitment to 
bringing much-needed new 
homes as well as updated i 
rugby facilities to the town. 

In August the company 
submitted a planning appli¬ 
cation to Harlow Council to 
build 125 new homes on land 
at Ram Gorse - five homes 
fewer than under their previ¬ 
ous proposals. 

A separate, complementary 
planning application to build 
new and improved rugby club 
facilities on land at Latton 
Farm has also been submitted 
by Kier. 

Both applications have been 
made in association with 
Harlow Rugby Club, which 
supports all the proposals. 

They follow previous appli¬ 
cations that were submitted 
in April 2014 and subsequent¬ 
ly withdrawn in July following

discussions with Harlow 
Council. 

Alan Brooking, chairman of 
Harlow Rugby Club, said: 
“Harlow Rugby Club plays a 
vital part in local, community 
life. However, our existing 


club facilities were built over 
60 years ago are in a poor con¬ 
dition and are extremely dif¬ 
ficult to maintain. 

“The new facilities have 
been planned using Sport 
England and RFU guidelines 
and, as such, will enhance our 
ability to provide rugby for all 
ages, both male and female, in 
a very safe environment. 

“As a club we recognise the 
importance of Latton Farm 
and have designed the facili¬ 
ties to keep the level of devel¬ 
opment to a minimum. 

“I believe we are delivering a 
scheme that not only secures 
the future of Harlow Rugby 
Club, but also maintains an 
open green space for genera¬ 


tions to come.” 

For a number of years, the 
Ram Gorse site has been allo¬ 
cated for housing in the coun¬ 
cil’s Local Plan. Kier Living’s 
application at Ram Gorse 
includes the provision of new 
affordable homes, as well as a 
mix of terraced, semi¬ 
detached and detached hous¬ 
es and areas of public open 
space. 

These would include a new 
rugby club pavilion, pitches, 
parking, access road and 
floodlighting. These new 
facilities will not only support 
all sections of the club, but 
also its wider community pro¬ 
gramme, in particular rugby 
development and competi¬ 
tions for local schools, as well 
as providing a facility that 
not-for-profit organisations 
can also apply to use. 

A plan to build 147 homes on 
the land after the rugby club 
had moved to Latton Farm 
was submitted to Harlow 
Council in 2001 but was 
rejected.

Shopping parade to 
get a facelift under 
improvement plans 


RESIDENTS, businesses and community 
groups are being invited to have their say on 
how The Stow shopping parade in Harlow 
could be improved. 

The Stow is 62 years old and Harlow Council 
is looking at ways to regenerate and secure 
investment to improve the area. 

It is working with Essex Place Services to pro¬ 
duce a design framework - a blueprint for 
development - which will help guide improve¬ 
ments.

“Today it is still a vibrant place with many

it could be a better place for local residents. 

“The first, and most important, phase of this 
work is get the views of local residents, busi¬ 
nesses and community groups so we can start 
putting options together.”

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How PAH is helping Joana follow 
her dream of a career in nursing 


With Princess Alexandra Hospital about to embark on its latest recruitment drive and recent 
announcements from the Nursing and Midwifery Council that overseas nurses and midwives 
will face shortened assesments, reporter BIANCA CASTRO talks to nurse Joana Barradas, 
who started working at the Harlow hospital after finishing her degree in Portugal. 


TWELVE months after completing her 
nursing degree in Portugal, Joana Barradas 
started work at Princess Alexandra Hospital 
in Harlow. 

The 22-year-old, originally from the town of 
Leiria in the central region of the country, is 
one of thousands of qualified nurses and 
doctors who work in the UK after training or 
studying in their home country. 

Nearly 5,000 people who trained outside the 
European economic area have registered with 
the Nursing and Midwifery Council over the 
past five years. 

Joana obtained a temporary position at PAH 
and works as a staff nurse on Lister Ward. But 
she hopes to continue her career in nursing at 
the Harlow hospital. 

“I finished my degree in January 2013 and I 
saw that Princess Alexandra Hospital was 
doing recruitment back in Portugal in August,” 
she said. 

Joana underwent a telephone interview, sat 
exams and was then invited to an exhaustive 
and rigorous two-day interview process before 
securing a job - an experience she said was 
made easier thanks to help from the hospital. 

She quickly settled into her new role and has 
already applied for a permanent nursing 
position at PAH because she is loving her 
work. 

“I first started on Ray Ward because here at 
PAH we have to show competence and have to 
be signed off for it. We have to prove what we 
can do. 

“I am now working on Lister Ward and I love 
it. It is a lot of responsibility to go from being a 
student to working but I really enjoy my work. 

“It can be hard as you’re sometimes unsure, 


especially as it is a different country and there 
are different procedures for paperwork and 
things. We have mentors who help us out and 
they are very helpful.” 

It was around Joana’s second year of her 
four-year course in Portugal that she started to 
consider the possibility of coming to England 
to work. 

She said: “I like the experience of living in a 
different country. Unfortuntely back in 
Portugal there are many nurses who do not 
have jobs. I always wanted a career in nursing 
so I was considering coming to England from 
my second year. 

“I miss my mum’s food a lot since I moved 
here. My parents gave me a lot of support as 
doing this [moving to the UK] was for my 
career and happiness but I know it was hard 
for them as I’m an only child. 

“I have always wanted to be a nurse since I 
was little. I always liked to help people and I 
knew I would be a nurse.” 

Her advice to those considering following 
her example is clear: “Be brave and take the 
opportunities that present themselves. You 
will be very happy you did.” 

Later this month PAH will be hosting one of 
its biggest recruitment events to date. The 
hospital is looking to take on more nurses and 
midwives and will be able to offer jobs on the 
day to the right candidates. 


Senior recruitment advisor Lisa Wilson 
said: “This is part of a huge recruitment 
drive for us. The day will start at 10am and 
in the afternoon we are going to be doing 
some speed interviews which is something 
new for us. 

“We are asking people to apply online 
through the NHS website before they 
arrive so that when applicants turn up 
we have a bit of basic information from 
them. 

“This is a massive drive about having 
more nurses. We like to say that PAH 
stands for Patients At Heart; we are 
always trying to improve.” 

She added: “In the big scheme 
we are quite a small 
hospital. We have 3,000 
staff while somewhere 
like Addenbrookes at 
Cambridge has 11,000. 

But we are family 
friendly and we have 
found that once a staff 
member is here they 
rarely leave.”

Entrepreneur’s new 
way to watch films 


A WEBSITE developer from Harlow has 
come up with a new way of tackling illegal 
film downloads. 

Martin Colton, 29, of Felmongers, came up 
with the idea for DemandFlicks as a way of 
supplying films into people’s homes at the 
same time as they are released at the 
cinema. 

He has launched a crowd funding 
campaign on the kickstarter 
website to raise the £10,000 
needed to build the site. 

Customers of DemandFlicks 
would make a financial pledge - 
via a crowdfunding site - to have 
access to a specific film at the 
same time as its released at the 
cinema. 

Each film would have a 
set target and if this is 
not met all those who 
have donated 
towards it will have 
their money 
returned. 

“There is a 
demand for films 
that is not being 
supplied,” Mr 
Colton said. 

“DemandFlicks 
means people could 
still pay to watch a 
film but it isn’t too 
expensive.

“People want to be part of a community 
and I think DemandFlicks addresses that as 
well. It’s all about bringing people together 
and using films to do that.” 

He added: “I have looked at all the legal 
terms, and spoken to distributors and 
found out how it would all work and it is 
feasible. 

“I’m using kickstarter to hopefully get 
the funds to set up the website and get 
it working. Something like this will not 
work small; it will work better on a big 
scale. 

“To get the website to a stage where it 
can screen the films to a large 
audience without crashing will 
take a lot of work. 

“People can pledge any amount 
they wish to watch a new film, 
there is a minimum credit 
amount set for all movies and 
people can pledge as much as 
they want. If there isn’t enough 
demand for the movie then no 
money is lost as people have 
only pledged - no money has 
actually been taken. 
“DemandFlicks is something 
different.”

Council completes 
£ 62 k refurbishment 
of town play areas

A £62,5000 programme of 
refurbishment work at sever¬ 
al free-to-use outside recrea¬ 
tion areas throughout Harlow 
has been completed. 

Playing surfaces of the ten¬ 
nis courts at Blackbush 
Spring, Bush Fair and The 
Dashes have all been repaired 
and new anti-vandal tennis 
nets have been installed. 

Surfaces have also been 
repaired at multi-use games 
areas at Bush Fair, The Dashes, 
Foldcroft, Northbrooks and 
Staple Tye and perimeter fenc¬ 
ing has been replaced. 

The work cost £62,500 and 
was funded by Harlow Council 
with money allocated from the 
capital programme earlier this 
year. 

The decision to refurbish the 
facilities was taken in a bid to 
increase participation in sport 
and play as well as improve 
health and safety at the sites. 

Councillor Emma Toal, port¬ 
folio holder for youth & com¬ 
munity, said: “Harlow has so 
many open spaces for resi¬ 
dents to enjoy but a number of 
the tennis courts and multi¬ 
use games areas owned by the 
council were showing their 
age. 

“This is a major investment 
by the council to improve free 
outdoor play areas across the 
town. It is important that we 
provide facilities and opportu¬ 
nities for families and young 
people to get active and 


improve their health and well¬ 
being. 

“The usage of these sites has 
been low for a long time due to 
their poor condition. Some of 
the sites were full of potholes 
which have now been repaired 
making it safer and more 
enjoyable for users.” 

Dan Long, UKIP councillor 
for the Bush Fair ward, said 
funding for the work was 
found as a result of him press¬ 
ing for improvements to facili¬ 
ties for the town’s young peo¬ 


ple. 

“I was in communcation 
with council officers about 
getting play areas developed 
within the Bush Fair area,” he 
said. “The first option was Stile 
Croft but there were issues 
with that so I suggested 
improving the tennis courts. 

“Since UKIP have been in 
council we have been getting a 
lot done in Harlow. This is a 
good start to provide more 
facilities for young people who 
need activities in their town.” 


Jobs, housing and health on the agenda 
as new union holds its inaugural meeting 


A NEW trade union to tackle problems in 
Harlow including employment, housing, low 
pay and the health service has been launched. 

Suzy Stride, Labour’s parliamentary candidate 
for the town, chaired the inaugural meeting of 
the Harlow Trade Union and Labour Party 
Liaison Organisation. 

Union representatives from the GMB, UCATT, 
Unite, Unison, CWU, ASLEF and USDAW 
attended the meeting during which discussions 
focused on the living wage, employment, 
migrant labour, the NHS and the need for more 
affordable housing. 

Afterwards Ms Stride said: “The first meeting 
was positive and I look forward to working 


closely with our trade union colleagues over the 
coming months to find answers to the 
challenges Harlow faces. 

“I’m proud of Labour’s role as part of the 
wider trade union movement and it is really 
important that we work together in order to 
achieve a better deal for working people in 
Harlow.” 

She added: “Under David Cameron things 
have got worse for Harlow’s working people. 

“Just last month figures from the ONS [Office 
for National Statistics] showed wages are 
falling. We need better-paid work for a fair and 
sustainable recovery, something that the Tories 
just can’t deliver.”

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MR calls for Ml 1 
accidents probe 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon said this week 
he would be calling for a special inquiry 
because of the “extremely disturbing'’ rise 
in accidents on the Mil. 

Highways Agency data for the motorway 
between junction 7 at Harlow and junction 9 
at Saffron Walden show there were 150 inci¬ 
dents which caused at least one lane closure 
between January 2013 and July this year. 

It also revealed there were 49 incidents 
between January and July this year com¬ 
pared to 39 during the same period last year. 

Three people have died in accidents this 
year and 16 have been seriously injured 

Mr Halfon said: “The rise in accidents is 
extremely disturbing. It shows why we need 
an extra Mil junction into Harlow and other 
traffic calming measures. 

“We need a junction in the right place that 
is sustainable and not disruptive to local 
residents. 

“Given the rise in accidents, it shows the 
need for a special inquiry by the police, the 
Highways Agency and Essex County Council 
to see what safety measures can be imple¬ 
mented. 

“I will be contacting the relevant authori¬ 
ties to ask for this.” 

Stansted Airport has called for a “strategic 
assessment” of junction 8 in particular, in a 
sustainable development document 
released on Tuesday, noting that there had 
been “increasing instances of delay and dis¬ 
ruption” recently. 

The Highways Agency admitted that con¬ 
gestion at junctions 7 and 8 was a “known

problem”. It said both had been identified 
for further investigation. 

“The Mil is a vital route and the Highways 
Agency is committed to keeping it operating 
safely and reliably,” a spokeswoman said. 
“We do this both through our day-to-day 
management of the road and by taking the 
right long-term decisions. 

“Record amounts are being invested in our 
roads and Highways Agency route strategies 
will make sure it is spent to best effect.” 

She continued: “The number of casualties 
along the Mil continues to fall. There was a 
slight increase in injury collisions in 2012, 
but overall the collision rate remains below 
the national average for this type of road. 

“It is worth noting that 150 incidents over 
an 18-month period is less than two inci¬ 
dents a week across a route length of almost 
31 miles.” 

An Essex Police spokeswoman said: “The 
Mil has recently been the scene of a num¬ 
ber of road traffic collisions between junc¬ 
tions 7 and 8, a number of which resulted in 
the tragic loss of life or life-changing inju¬ 
ries. 

“Investigations into these incidents remain 
ongoing with Essex Police’s serious collision 
investigation unit. 

“Essex Police has provided additional 
patrols to compliment normal roads polic¬ 
ing activity on the Mil in an effort to 
enhance driving behaviour.”

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A HOMEOWNER got the shock of her life 
when she went into an unused bedroom 
and found a huge nest of more than 
5,000 wasps. 

It is thought the insects may have got 
into the room through a small 
window which had been left 
open. It is estimated they 
would have taken about three 
months to build the 3ft-long 
nest on the bed. 

Wasp nests are usually made of a 
substance similar to paper that 
the insects produce by 
chewing wood into a pulp 
and then sticking it together

In this case the wasps had 
chewed pillows and the mattress of the 
bed in order to build the structure. 

Pest controller John Birkett, who was 
called to the house in Hampshire to 
remove the nest, said: “When I went into 
the room it was the most amazing sight I 
had ever seen. 

“There was a nice quilt on the bed 
and the woman wanted me to 
save it but 
when I pulled it 
the nest split in 

half. 

“I have never seen so 
many wasps . . . and I 
have been doing this for 
45 years.”

How to store 
your surplus 


IF you are now inundated with ripe 
tomatoes, green beans, berries and herbs, 
don't leave them to go stringy or mouldy 
because the freezer can go a long way to 
making your crops last into winter. 

Blanching newly-picked vegetables 
before freezing them is a great way to 
avoid waste. It stops enzyme actions 
which can cause loss of flavour, colour 
and texture. Blanching cleans the 
surface of dirt and organisms, brightens 
the colour and helps retain vitamins. 

Just plunge vegetables in boiling 
water for a minute or two and then 
drain in a colander and transfer them 
into ice cold water to stop the cooking 
process, then let them cool and dry 
them off, place them in freezer bags 
and store in your freezer until you need 
them. 

You can do this with a range of 
vegetables, from runner and French 
beans to sweetcorn, broccoli, carrots 
and peas, although blanching times 
may vary. 

Of course, we all know the texture 
of tomatoes changes as soon as you 
freeze them, but they will still be good 
for pasta sauces and stews in the 
months to come. 

Strawberries, too, change their 
character when they've been frozen, 
but you can make some delicious 
desserts, jams and sauces using frozen

berries. Blackberries, which cost a 
fortune in the shops but grow wildly 
among hedgerows in the countryside, 
can be picked and frozen. Instead of 
squishing the newly-picked fruit in a 
freezer bag, place the berries flat on 
a tray and put them in the freezer, 
then once they're frozen they can be 
transferred intact to bags and placed 
back in the freezer. 

Herbs, too, can be preserved to add 
to soups, casseroles and sauces long 
after you've harvested them. Just place 
a small amount of the herbs into ice 
cube trays and cover them with water. 
Then, when you want them you can 
just take out one or two cubes to add 
to your dish. 

Some herbs, such as parsley, can be 
frozen as whole bunches and kept in 
bags in the freezer. When you want 
them, just take a handful from the 
bunch and crumble them into your dish. 

If you like flavoured oil to go with your 
balsamic vinegar, use sprigs of rosemary, 
or whole chillis and other robust herbs 
to add to your bottle of olive oil, leaving 
it for the flavour to infuse. 

End-of-season tomatoes can be 'sun- 
dried' in the oven, putting them on a 
tray at the lowest setting for a couple 



of hours with the oven door just ajar. 

If you're running out of freezer space 
and have enough jam and chutney 
to keep you going until the next 
millennium, you may just have to find 
inventive ways to use up your produce. 
Juicing fruit and veg is a good way 
of using surplus, although juices will 
have to be drunk immediately before 
they oxidise, start changing colour, 
lose nutrients and look much less 
appetising. 


Really efficient gardeners only grow 
what they know they're going to eat - 
so perhaps, as you look at your gluts 
of courgettes, peppers, radishes and 
tomatoes, you need to rethink your 
vegetable plot next year to avoid any 
ending up on the compost heap. 

And remember, only freeze the best 
of what you grow. If your green beans 
have gone stringy, they are still going 
to be stringy when you get them out of 
the freezer in a month's time.

Enjoy the flavours of a barbecue all year round 


AMERICANS and Brits differ in countless ways 
but when it comes to cooking outdoors, the 
Yanks are far more daring. 

While we like to think we know our way 
around a barbecue, we generally just throw 
a few burgers and sausages on the grill a few 
times a year when there's a heatwave. But for 
our North American cousins, barbecuing is a 
way of life that goes on long after the sun has 
set on summer. 

Christian Stevenson is an American on a 
mission to keep us all barbecuing long into 
autumn and winter. 

"Brits are embracing barbecuing but the 
supermarkets aren't helping,'' he says. "People 
think, summer equals barbecue but that's not 
the case. Barbecuing should be 365 days a year 
and the supermarkets need to stock charcoal or 
wood all year long.'' 

The 46-year-old father-of-three, nicknamed 
DJ BBQ, is a bundle of energy who's been 
living in the UK for 18 years. His background is 
presenting extreme sports but he also DJs and 
barbecues (hence the nickname) at festivals 
around the country, cooking and mixing tunes 
for up to 20 hours a time in what he calls 
'catertainment'. 

He's now making a big impression on Jamie 
Oliver's Food Tube network with his larger- 
than-life personality and star-spangled catsuits 
earning him thousands of hits. 

"My favourite Food Tube videos are the 
brisket, which is an 18-hour cook, and bacon 
firebombs. We shot those in November when it 
was chucking down with rain. Everyone said, 'What 
are you doing?' But even though it's England and it 
rains a lot here, this is what I do.'' 

Stevenson was taught to barbecue when he was 
just eight years old by his dad, who learned from 
his father before him. Their recipes are among 
those that feature in his new cookbook, The BBQ 
Book. 

"My grandparents were great cooks, so when 
my grandfather passed away my father went to all 


Try DJ BBQ's recipe for delicious rad rum ribs 


RAD RUM RIBS 
(serves 8) 

1.5kg baby back ribs, membrane removed 
Sea salt 

For the paste: 

5tbsp maple syrup 
2tsp chipotle chilli paste 
Itbsp ground ginger 
Itbsp Worcestershire sauce 
11/2tsp sweet paprika 
11/2tsp ground cumin 
Itsp Chinese five-spice 
1/2tsp ground nutmeg 

For the rad rum BBQ sauce: 

4cm piece of ginger, peeled 
3-4 cloves of garlic, peeled 
125ml tomato ketchup 
60ml dark rum 
Itbsp Worcestershire sauce 
3tbsp cider vinegar 
Itsp Dijon mustard 
1/2tsp dried chilli flakes 
50g soft dark brown sugar 


Combine the paste ingredients 
and two teaspoons of salt in a 
bowl. Pat the ribs dry with 
kitchen paper, then place in a tray 
and rub all over with the paste. 
Cover with clingfilm and leave to 
marinate in the fridge for at least 
six hours or preferably overnight. 

When you want to cook, remove 
the ribs from the fridge, shake off 
any excess marinade and allow to 
come up to room temperature. 

Meanwhile, set up your 
barbecue so half the base is 
covered in charcoal and the other 
side is empty - you want a 
medium indirect heat. Place a 
drip tray inside the barbecue on 
the indirect side. Cover with the 
lid and allow to heat up like an 
outdoor oven - you want a 
temperature of around 
180C/350F. 

Rip off just over an arm’s length 
of extra-strong tinfoil, stack up 
the ribs in the centre and tightly 
wrap. Place the foil parcel over 
indirect heat on the barbecue, 


cover with the lid and cook for 
around two hours or until the 
meat is tender and starts to fall 
away from the bone, 
remembering to replenish with 
hot coals every 45 minutes or so. 

Meanwhile, finely grate the 
ginger and garlic into a small pan 
on the hob. Add the rest of the 
BBQ sauce ingredients and 80ml 
of water. Simmer over a medium 
heat for around 20 minutes or 
until thickened, stirring 
occasionally. Season to taste , 

and set aside. I 

Remove the ribs from the foil 
and brush all over with the 
BBQ sauce and any cooking 
juices. Return to the indirect 1 

heat for another 30-40 
minutes with the lid on, or until 
tender and golden, 
basting well every 10 
minutes or so.

"Whenever I went travelling my father would 
have the same recipe waiting for me: two flank 
or skirt steaks in a big ziplock with a bottle of 
Italian dressing, something you buy in the grocery 
store, and you shake it up and throw it in there.

that piece of meat and slice it, 
and that, to me, is the taste of 
coming home,'' he says. 

"And it's something everybody 
always loves. They can't believe 
that Italian dressing can make that 
piece of meat taste that perfect, 
but it's got the oils, the peppers, the 
vinegars, it's the perfect marinade . .. 
and it's easy." 

He loves barbecuing so much that he

Waking nightmare for a 
woman with no memory 


BEFORE I GO TO SLEEP

There has been a rich harvest of taut thrillers this 
year, including the independent American features 
Blue Ruin and Cold In July and gritty British films 
Locke and Starred Up. 

Based on SJ Watson's bestselling novel, Before 
/ Go To Sleep is guaranteed to jangle nerves and 
drop a few jaws as summer mellows into autumn. 

This ingenious thriller places us in exactly the 
same hellish predicament as the heroine who 
wakes up each morning without any memory of 
the past, including her own identity. 

Through the eyes of this terrified woman we 
absorb scraps of information from supposedly 
reliable sources and try to piece together the 
truth, unsure if writer-director Rowan Joffe is 
leading us a merry dance. 

Following a car accident, 47-year-old Christine 


Lucas (Nicole Kidman) is diagnosed with 
anterograde amnesia. Each morning she wakes in 
a strange bed next to a man she does not know 
and creeps into the adjacent bathroom where a 
series of photographs on the wall begin to fill in 
the blanks, letting her know that the man is her 
husband Ben (Colin Firth) and they have shared 
many happy years together. 

"You store up information for a day, wake up, 
and it's all gone," explains Ben, whose love for his 
wife holds strong. 

He leaves for work and Christine continues 
to learn about her past from information in the 
house. Then she receives a mysterious telephone 
call from someone called Dr Nash (Mark Strong), 
who instructs her to look in the wardrobe. 

What follows casts doubt on the facts that 
underpin Christine's fragile existence. As she 
reconnects with best friend Claire (Anne-Marie 
Duff), contradictory testimonies drive her to the 


brink of insanity. 

Before / Co To Sleep drip-feeds the audience 
fragmented flashbacks, clouding our judgement 
of characters as they orbit Christine. Kidman 
captures the fragility of a woman at the mercy of 
her condition, who knows she must stare into the 
abyss before sleep robs her of a day's detective 
work. 

Firth and Strong offer sterling support and 
Joffe cranks up the tension masterfully with each 
hairpin twist. 

The guessing game of who to trust is part of the

Imposing five-bed family home 
dates back to the 16 th century 


T HIS week’s cover property is one of the 
most impressive houses in Churchgate 
Street at Old Harlow. 

Dating back to the 16th century and Grade 
II listed, Meadham House offers spacious 
family accommodation arranged over three 
floors, including five bedrooms and two 
cellars.

Why isn't my 
home selling?

It's the one question you just wish 
someone would answer, "why isn't 
my home selling?"

When scrolling through the 
numerous properties not selling, 
in most cases there's a particular 
trend. The good news - is that 
normally for very little cost you can 
make a huge difference - and I'm 
not going to mention the price! 

Who is your ideal buyer? 

Have you considered, "what 
type of buyer are we trying to 
attract?" A two bedroom flat may 
well be an appealing option for 
a first time buyer; whereas a four 
bedroom detached may well make a 
wonderful family home. Does your 
home appeal to that ideal buyer? 

So many of the properties you see 
sitting on Rightmove for months are 
simply not attracting their target 
market. Most buyers do not have a 
vivid imagination when they view a 
property, they need to walk through 
the door and be wowed. First 
impressions are formed within just7 
seconds so you need to make sure 
your home screams "buy me!" 
What's the solution? 

Create a persona of the ideal buyer 
for your home; what are they like, 
what do they do for a living, what 
do they do at the weekends? Then 
create a list called "what are they 
going to want from a home?" Once 
you know who you are attracting 


and what they are looking for, 
you can make sure your home is 
presented in such a way that it 
appeals to your target buyer. 

What do your photographs say 
about your home? 

In my opinion it doesn't take a 
professional to take really good 
property photos, just a bit of 
planning and common sense. A 
common theme in properties that 
aren't selling is poor photography. 
Ask yourself "do my property 
photos really stand out from the 
crowd?" 

Are you in the right mindset to 
sell? 

When your home has been on 
the market for a while it can be 
incredibly disheartening, "what's 
wrong with my house?" you may 
ask yourself. Think of something 
difficult you have tried to do: 
perhaps you've given up smoking, 
lost weight or passed an exam. 
Maybe you tried several times 
before you actually achieved your 
goal. If you look back on your 
previous attempts, why did they 
fail when achievement was clearly 
in your grasp?lt's all to do with 
mindset. In the wise words of Henry 
Ford "those who believe they can and 
those that believe they can't are both 
generally right." 

But when you're selling your home, 
it's not in your control whether 
your viewers actually offer or not, 
right? Wrong! Of course, you 
can't force them to make an offer, 
but you can make sure that you 
are totally focused on your goal 
of selling. Make a list of all the 
reasons you want to move. Write 
them in two columns: one list for 
your motivations to move out, and 
the other for all the reasons you 
want to move to the place you have 
chosen. Keep this list taped to the 
inside of a kitchen cupboard you 
use every day. Read it often, and 
use it to motivate you to get out the 
vacuum cleaner one more time for 
a viewing; or polish the bathroom 
taps, or clean the front door.

Don't 

De-clutter and maximise 
space, for example clear away 
cosmetics in your bathroom and 
put them in cupboards 

Let your pets ruin your photos! They're 
best kept out of the way along with 
bowls, toys etc Not every buyer will be 
a fan of your beloved pets 

Switch on all available lights 
including lamps and down-lights 

End up snapped in your photos! 

We call this the "vendor bomb" 

Add some fresh flowers in a 
vase to brighten up rooms in 
your home 

Date your photos e.g. Christmas trees 
make it obvious that your home went 
on the market in the winter 

Encourage your agent to take 
'lifestyle shots' showing off the 
local area or particular features 
of your home 

Settle for below par photos - ask your

Young people have a small taste of government 



“RUNNING for class president” is a 
staple of many US teen shows aired 
on British TV - where the ambitious 
pocket-Hillary, the junior Machiavelli, the 
chirpy geek and the dark-horse outsider 
vie for a place on their school’s youth 
representation panel. 

Over on our side of the pond, with 
as much or as little drama as the 
candidates desire, we have school 
councils, youth councils and Youth 
Parliaments to give pupils a hands-on 
introduction to the democratic process 
and its ramifications. 

School councils exist in most schools 
across the country, both in the primary 
and secondary divisions. 

A school council is a group of students 
who have volunteered, then been 
officially proposed and elected by their 
peers to sit on the council for the school 
year, term or however long their tenure is. 

Often chosen as class representatives, 
or year reps, they are there to represent 
the views of the student body, and to 
make suggestions to, and raise issues 
with teachers and school governors. 
They can also outline and inaugurate 
projects on behalf of their peers, such as 
cultural events or different societies. 

Often the school council is consulted 
- if not actively involved - regarding 
strategic planning and issues the school 
development plan and recruitment of 
new staff. 

School councils aim to encourage 
young people to get involved in the 
actual running of the school - and 
campaigning, working out strategy and 


manifesto and presenting them all to the 
year group can build confidence and 
articulation. 

An effective school council will help 
pupils to not just enjoy being in the 
school environment, but feel empowered 
within it, as the school listens to their 
opinions and needs and acts on them to 
help them feel that they are making their 
school a better place. 

The councils give pupils a mouthpiece 
for their views, and getting involved 
provides a chance to develop life 
skills such as debate, listening and 
delegation. 

Employing many of the skills and 
processes involved in school councils, 
but at a municipal level, there are also 
youth councils in most boroughs. 

Across the UK, there are more than 


600 youth councils providing a forum for 
young people of secondary school age 
to represent their views and the issues 
that represent them within their town as 
opposed to only their school. 

There are a set number of seats on 
the youth councils, and candidates plan 
and run their own campaigns within 
their schools to get their peers to vote 
for them. The council organisers give 
guidelines to the candidates related to 
what they can and cannot do or within 
their drive for votes. 

Generally coming under the umbrella 
of a local council and working with all 
levels of local government, they are 
run by young people for young people. 
Unaffiliated to any one political party, 
they nonetheless do make contact with 
different parties and groups, as well as 


MPs and Parliamentary candidates. 

Youth councils meet to discuss 
relevant issues with local decision 
makers: as well as their own meetings, 
they often attend full council sessions 
and shadow individual ward councillors. 

And finally, if young people want to 
take their democratic skills to a national 
level, there is the UK Youth Parliament - 
UKYP Like the local youth councils, it’s 
run by young people for young people, 
and it provides a national stage and 
wider opportunities for 11 - to 18-year- 
olds to develop their voices, energy and 
passion and use them to bring about 
social change. 

The UK Youth Parliament, which 
began in 2000, exists in 90 per cent 
of constituencies and has 600 elected 
MYPs (Members of Youth Parliament). 

The MYPs stand and are voted in in youth 
elections held every two years throughout 
the UK. 

Any young person aged 11-18 can 
stand or vote - and it’s estimated that 
more than half a million young people 
have voted in UK Youth Parliament 
elections. 

Once in office, the MYPs organise 
events and projects related to young 
peoples’ issues, and campaign and 
lobby decision makers on the same 
issues. 

They have meetings and debates 
amongst themselves on a regular basis, 
and all the MYPs meet once a year at 
the UK Youth Parliament annual sitting, 
and their views and suggestions are 
published in the UK Youth Parliament

TWO strikes in the final five minutes con¬ 
demned plucky Baldock Town to defeat in 
their FA Cup preliminary qualifying round 
tie against Harlow Town on Sunday. 

Chinedu McKenzie and Fabion Simms put 
the game beyond doubt in the 85th and 89th 
minutes respectively, following up Alex Read’s 
opener from the penalty spot after 18 minutes, 
as Baldock goalkeeper Nick Stilwell saw red 
for bringing down the goalscorer inside the 
box.

Ten-man Baldock continued to pepper the 
Harlow goal, with Gregson testing Hickman 
on a couple of occasions, but their efforts were 
in vain as five minutes from time, the game 
was sealed.

Olympic goal 
for rising star

HAVING beaten a points haul 
recorded by Olympic gold medal¬ 
list Denise Lewis as a 16-year-old 
earlier this year, Harlow Athletic 
Club member and heptathlete 
Naomi Harryman is certainly a girl 
with a very bright future ahead of 
her. 

Naomi (16) completed her GCSEs 
at Harlow’s St Mark’s School earlier 
this summer. 

She one day hopes to emulate the 
Olympic achievements of her hero, 
Jessica Ennis-Hill, and recalls 
watching in awe as Sheffield’s finest 
stormed to gold in London 2012. 

Naomi has moved up to third in 
the UK rankings for U-17s this sea¬ 
son. 

September will be a busy month 
as she takes part in the UK-wide 
Sainsbury’s Schools Games in 
Manchester next weekend, when 
she represents the South East 
England in the long jump. 

Naomi then competes in the hep¬ 
tathlon when she represents Essex 
in the English Schools 
Championships at Boston, 
Lincolnshire on September 20. 

Having beaten the points haul of a 
16-year-old Lewis, Olympic gold 
winner at the Sydney 2000 Games, 
earlier this year with her stunning 
performance which sealed 4,924 
points at Corby in the East Anglia 
Regional Championships in June, 
Naomi will also be one of the 
favourites at Boston. 

“We will all be aiming to get more 
than 5,000 points,” she said. 

“There are three girls at the top. 
It’s a bit hit and miss. One event can 
go easily wrong, you never know 
with hepathlon,” explained Naomi. 

Her rivals will be Anna Rowe and 
Niamh Emerson for the gold medal. 

If she finishes in the top four here 
she will represent England in an 
international meeting in December, 
when the nation takes on Scotland, 
Wales, Ireland and Northern 
Ireland. 

“The selectors will be there and I 
can really make a name for myself if 
I do well,” she explained. 

She took part in the long jump in 
the English Individual Event U-17 
Championships at Bedford last 
Saturday. Her first leap was 5.22m, 
but she then had to retire due to a 
foot injury. 

Naomi will move up to the U-20 
category next season, where she 
will face much older girls, but she 
remains supremely confident that 
this will not hinder her progress but 
instead bring out the best in her. 

“The girls are going to be older, 
bigger and stronger but if I perform 
at my best I am going to win it,” she 
said. “I will need to up my game.” 

Naomi was hugely proud to beat

Lewis’s 16-year-old heptathlon best 
point haul and said: “Knowing that 
she got so far in her career, it stands 
me in good stead. 

“She is definitely a role model, as 
is Jessica Ennis. She is an aspira- 
tional figure. She put up such a 
good performance [at London 
2012].” 

Naomi’s incredible progress 
shows no sign of abating. 

So far this year, she won a silver 
medal in the England Indoor 
Championships pentathlon event. 

She was a silver medallist in the 
English Schools’ long jump. 

She also sealed a bronze medal in 
the long jump at an International 
Schools’ competition. 

Along with various county and 
regional medals, she burst on to the 
athletics scene in 2013 when she 
came ninth as a 15-year-old com¬ 
peting in the heptathlon at the 
English Schools’ U-17 
Championships. 

Remember the name as there are 
certainly big things ahead for 
Naomi. 


TEN-year-old Hollie McArdell scooped a bronze at 
the Essex County Championships in the U-11 600 
metres at a windy Garon Park in Southend. 

The Harlow schools’ Year 5 champion recorded 2 
minutes and 08.1 seconds. 

In the boys 600m, Churchgate Street pupil Tyler 
Jackson was fourth in his first ever track race. 

The Harlow schools’ Year 4 runner-up ran 2:02.1 
for the distance. 

The previous weekend at Bedford in the UK Inter 
Counties, Harlow’s Markus Hunt represented Essex 
in the 400m. 

In his heat, Markus ran 49.47s to take fourth to 
make the semi-finals the same day. 

In the semi-final Markus again qualified as a 
fastest loser in fifth place in 49.11s. 

In the final the following day Markus crossed the 
line alongside three other runners with only two- 
tenths of a second covering all four runners, leaving 
him in eighth spot with a time of 48.74s.

with an impressive display. 

Tailenders Tapan Patel (39) and William 
Beavers (37) allowed Epping to post 168 with 
some big hitting but both were stumped by 
Pat Yates. 

Ronnie Yates and Upadhyay both ended up 
with three wickets each. 

In reply, Pat Yates went early, but Shiraz Ali 
and Joe Holland put on an excellent partner¬ 
ship to put Town on the front foot. 

"" The impressive Ali struck a superb 50 
and the duo put on an 80-run partner¬ 
ship before Holland was caught 
behind off the bowling of Sachin 
‘ Bawa (103-2). 

Bawa then removed Upadhyay 
for 0 and Ali quickly followed on 
52 to leave Town on 120-4. 

Wickets had tumbled when 
Ashley Alderson and vice-cap- 
tain Neil Gladwin came together 
needing 39 runs to win. 

The pair dug in on a deteriorating 
wicket. Alderson was caught on 26 
with Town needing just one run to 
win. 

Gladwin used all his experience to reach 25 
not out to seal victory. 

Bawa finished with 4-24.

Ryman League division one 
north table-toppers Harlow Town 
face third-placed Soham Town 
Rangers and to try and entice 
families to The Harlow Arena, 
U-16s are free with adults just 
paying a fiver. 

Hawks boss Chapman, who saw 
his side head top with a 4-2 win at 
Burnham Ramblers on Tuesday, 
said: “It’s a chance for people to 
come down and bring their kids. 
Soham will be a decent side. We 
could do with all the support we 
can get. It will be a fantastic day. 

“With the population of Harlow 
we should be getting a lot more 
people than we do.” 

Meanwhile, Harlow have had 
mixed fortunes this week. 

Chapman has signed highly- 
rated 21-year-old former 
Southend United goalkeeper 
Dean Driscoll from Tilbury and 
he made his debut at Burnham. 

But, it has been revealed that 
midfielder George Smith, pic¬ 
tured, suffered a cruciate liga¬ 


ment injury against Brentwood 
and he will be out for at least six 
months. 

“He has had an operation. We 
will do all we can to help him. He 
will still be part of our season,” 
said Chapman. 

On the capture of Driscoll, the 
Hawks manager said: “He was at 
Tilbury last season. He is impres¬ 
sive. He has got good presence 
and he kicks really well. He will 
be a great addition. He will fight 
for the number one spot with Ed 
[Thompson] and Tristan 
[Hickman].” 

Thompson, however, is out for 
three weeks with a hip injury. 

Harlow took the lead against 
Burnham after 13 minutes when 
Jarod Small ran the whole length 
of the pitch before playing in Alex 
Read for a simple tap-in. 

The advantage was doubled on 
35 minutes when James Smith 
picked up the ball in midfield, 
beat a couple of players and then 
fired a left-footed shot into the 
bottom right corner. 

Three minutes later it was 3-0 as 
Smith’s set-piece was headed in 
by Read. 


Burnham pulled a goal back two 
minutes before the break when 
Kye Jude nodded in at the back 
post. 

Small made it 4-1 on 63 minutes 
with a shot from 13 yards after 
Read’s initial effort was blocked. 

The hosts pulled a goal back on 
82 minutes through Isaac 
Aubynn, but Harlow closed out 
the game and are unbeaten in 
eight games this season. 

Aside from the play-off final 
loss, they have been beaten only 
once in 23 games. 

Chapman told the Star. “We 
performed really well. They were 
never any threat - we were always 
comfortable. Statistics don’t lie 
and we are top because we 
deserve to be top.” 

Harlow picked up £1,925 in prize 
money after beating Baldock 
3-0 in the FA Cup on Sunday 
(see inside for match report). 

They will visit Grays in the 
first qualifying round, 
where the victors will 
pick up another 
£3,000. 

Chapman was 
disappointed 


Harlow’s performance against 
Baldock, who had 10 men for 
most of the game. He added: “We 
turned up in first gear and left in 
first gear. The performance was 
not good but we won the game.” 

New signing Emmanuel 
Nwanze started in midfield, 
while other new recruits Daniel 
Fry and Danny Norton were sub¬ 
stitutes. “Emmanuel needs 
games. He did well. Danny 
Norton also needs game time,” 
Chapman said.
